Louis Latzer, born on the farm 35 years 
before that year of 1885 when John Meyen- 
berg came to Highland, was better qualified 
than most of his neighbors to appreciate the 
possibilities of Meyenberg’s process. Some- 
how, from his Tyrolean father or his Swiss 
mother, or from his contacts in his youth, 
he had a craving for knowledge and, in par- 
ticular, for knowledge concerning chemistry.

It became apparent that if the milk were 
evaporated in a vacuum and sealed hot the 


bacilli would be foiled and the product would 
keep indefinitely. At last a process was 
worked out which, imperfect though it was 
at first, was the solution of the probiem. 
The fight had been won and Latzer had won 
it because he hung on when everybody else 


gave up. . 
John Meyenberg? Oh, he sold his stock 


when the outlook was dark and went away. 
In later years he engaged in other condens- 
ing enterprises which succeeded, but always 
he let go of his holdings too soon and he 
died a few years ago without having profited 
greatly from the idea which has been the 
foundation for others’ millions, 

Nearly four years the battle with bacilli 
had lasted and when it was won the enter- 
prise was almost prostrate with exhaustion. 
Then began the slow climb toward success, 
hindered by the misgivings that persisted. 

At first the market for condensed milk 
was mostly in mining camps and other remote 
regions where fresh milk was scarce or lack- 
ing. The company, improving ite equipment 
and its product from time to time, gradually 
came into its own, but achieving only a fair 
measure of success. Then came the Spanish- 
American war, with the Government reqtir- 
ing all the condensed milk that could be pro- 
duced. That was the begiuning of an amadz- 
ing success. 

They were thrifty and cautious, Latzer 
and the men associated with him. They nev- 
er increased the capital stock and never went 
seeking financial help. The earnings were 
turned into improvements and enlargements 
and they were content to wait for their re- 
wards, which came in thousand-fold measure 
when they did come. -

HEN the death certificate was filed 
W: New York last weék for an im- 

poverished old man of 72 who had 
Spent ¢he last years of his life in a squalid 
attic studio, it closed the books, so far as 
the courts of this country are concerned, on 
the strange career of the long-missing Arch- 
duke Johann Salvator of Austria, once the 
favorite cousin of the Emperor Francis Joseph 
and a dashing General of artillery in the army 
of the Crown. If the physicians’ identifica- 
tion is correct—and there is reason for be- 
lieving that it is—then this final official ges- 
ture writés, after 35 years, the last, chapter 
in the romantic tale of “John Orth,” which 


“has become almost a legend. : 


Koown during his life in this country as 
“O. N. Orlow,” doctor of philosophy, linguist 
and art dealer, the aged scholar finally went 
to his grave with the rank to which he was 
born. He could escape it no longer, though 
he had-tried for 35 years te do so. For 35 


Years he had been a wanderer, a “living dead 


man,” the Austrian courts having decreed 


: him legally dead and administered his Eu- 


ropean estate following general acceptance 
cf reports that he had perished in a ship- 
wreck off the SOuth American ¢oast in the 
cummer of 18990. 

It was in 1889 that the tale of “John 
Orth’s” travels, with its weird variations of 
fact ,and fable began. In that year—an 
eventful one for the ‘‘Hapless Hapsbures,”’ 
for it brought two of the long string of trazce- 
Gies that befell the ill-fated family—Arch- 
duke Johann renounced hfs title, his name 
and his allegiance to Francis Joseph and be- 
came the half-mythical adventurer who. like 
“The Fiying Dutctkman” of Wagner's opera, 


came back from his grave in the deep to bol 


up here and’ yonder in strange ports and 
strange’ lands.

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Hurled Medals.in Emperor's Face 


——— 


Standing in the presence of his Emperor, he 
had torn from his uniform thé trappings of 
royaity and flung them in the astonished 
monarch’s face. Then, assuming the name 
ef Orth, he had fled from the land which 
miany believe he might eventually have ruled. 
taking with him the underlying cause of the 
royal dispute. And ‘that underlving cause 
Was @ woman. It was Milly Stubel, the Vi- 
epnese dancer, whom the Emperor had for- 
bidden him to marry. 

Twice after that he was heard from authen- 


tically. Once in England, where he married 


Milly Stubel, and again at La Plata. near 
Buenos Aires, from which place he wrote to 
his Vienna lawyer on July 12, 1890, that he 
Was about to sail his own ship, the Santa Mar- 
fareta, around Cape Horn to Valparaise, 
Chile, and there pick up a cargo of saltpeter 
for Europe. Soon afterward the ship sailed, 
but the Santa Margareta was never seen 
again, except in legend. She never made port 
and it was taken for granted that she went to 
the bottom carrying all hands with her. One 
of the numerous wrecks that the storms 
tossed up upon the ledges of Cape Horn that 
summer Was supposed to be the remains of 
the Santa Margareta. 

From time to time since that shipwreck 
reports have turned up in various parts of 
the world announcing the discovery of the 
wanderer. Persons claiming to be John Orth 
or clainfing to have intimate knowledge of 
his whereabouts have appeared repeatedly, 
have been investigated and their claims 
passed over as spurious. Now he was said 
to be a planter in Mexico. now a machinist in 
Painesville, O., agaim a General in the Jap- 
anese army, and by another pccount a polar 
explorer, still sailing the Santa Margareta. 
At last he dies of heart disease in a New York 
hospital. The possibility exists, of course. 
that this identification may prove to be 
froundiess, like the others, bat so certain are 
his intimate acquaintances that Dt. O. N. Or- 
low was really the Archduke that they have 
caused a death mesk to be taken and have 
tabulated various ppysical identification 
marks to defend his rigkt to royal rank when 
documentary evidence to put this testimony 
to a final test is available.

That this documentary evidence exists there 
can be little doubt. Even if it doesn’t exist in 
Europe, there is a possibility that it may be 
found in South America, for his friends re- 
late that for more than a year the old art 
dealer had been trying to raise sufficient 
money to finance a trip to Rie de Janeiro in 
Quest of a mysterious stee! casket which, he 
declared, would establish beyond dispute his 
identity as Archduke Johanna, should occa- 
sion arise to have that identity established.

™ hours after the death of “Oriew.” Pre- 
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Fairchild, had learned from her and from 
Orlow enough about the casket to attach to 
it a deep significanee and to reinforce the 
conviction that Orlow was really the Arch- 
duke. What that significance is the story of 
Archduke Johann's eventful career in the 
Austrian court will presently reveal. 

It is recalled that when John Orth fled 
from Austria in 1889 he took with him a 
mysterious steel casket similar to. this 
now supposed to exist in Rio Janeiro. Two 
persons had known of the contents of that 
box. One was the Crown Prince Rudolphtof 
Austria. He delivered the box into the keep- 
ing of Countess Marie Larisch, his cousin and 
a member of the royal household, a few days 
before his tragic death at the Meyerling hunt- 
ing lodge. With his surrender of the box he 
swore her to secrecy, declaring that it con- 
tained politieal documents which, if found. 
would seal his death warrant. She was fo 
deliver it unopened to an unnamed person 
who, in calling for it, would repeat the letters

He was 
born in Florence, Italy, in November, 1852, 
the youngest son of Leopold II, last sover- 
eign Grand Duke of Tuscany, and was a sec- 
cnd cousin of Emperor Francis Joseph. 

Educated for military service, he faced 
x brilliamt’ career as a soldier, politician and 
Statesman when he first became attached to 
the Austrian court as a youth. He was de- 
seribed as a man of many accomplishments. 
but by inclination and principle. was ode of 
the least reval of his line. In manner of 
Learing and attitude toward the common peo- 
ple he was anything but a Hapsburz—cer- 
tainly but little like, Francis Joseph, who 
ceemed most of his subjects dogs of the siteet 
and would never stoop to inquire about the 
family of anybody below the rank ‘of a Count. 
But for all his democratic wars, Archduke 
‘ohann was regarded as one of the most bril- 
liant of the family...

BOY FREED BY COURT 
OF PERJURY CHARGE 


Burglary Witness Had Been 
Indicted After Testifying at 
Trial Year Ago, 


Peter Preston <Anslyn of 3112 
Fair avenue, 17 years old, finally 
went to trial yesterday before Cir- 
cuit Judge Ossing on a charge of 
perjury, growing out of his testl- 
mony, at a trial last year, of a man 
accused of burglary of a house 
across the street from where he 
worked. He was discharged. 

Cirecult Judge Grimm, who was 
then sitting in the criminal branch 
of the Circuit Court and caused 
the youth’s indictment, telephoned 
Judge Ossing that he was unable 
to attend the trial yesterday be- 
cause of illness. In his absence the 
State, after several continuances, 
went to trial and introduced the 
testimony of the stenographer at 
the trial in question, who read the 
transcript of the testimony which 
brought about Anslyn’s arrest. 

On the night of Dec. 22, 1922, 
Anslyn, then 15 years old, working 
in a buggy shop, observed several 
youths ransacking the heme of 
Mrs. Jeanette Schroeder, who lived 
across the street from his place of 
employment, at 2576 Palm street. 
As they emerged from the house 
he followed them and one of them 
struck him. About the same time 
Mrs. Schroeder came along and 
eaw the disturbance. Subsequently 
John Hayden and Edward Martin 
were arrested. 

At Hayden’s trial, both Mrs. 
Schroeder and Anslyn testified they 
“thought” he was one of the bur- 
glars, but he was acquitted. At 
Martin’s trial, both altered their 
testimony that they were not sure 
as to the identity of either, and 
Judge Grimm, in dismissing the 
‘Jurors, remarked that 
two witnesses who undoubtedly 
have been tampered with.”’ 
Schreeder admitted she had been 
Visited by a sister of Martin. 
she and Anslyn took the stand to- 
day and repeated their testimony 
that they were unable positively to 
identify the burglars.

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This extraordinary case began with the 
disappearance of a money package 
sent by New York bank to express 
office for shipment to Washington 
—wNearly two years elapsed before 
arrest of the guilty man, who had 
fled to British Honduras — The 
stratagem which Robert Pinkerton 
devised to take him into custody, 
and the final outcome as to the 
criminal and the stolen bills—Some 
features of the affair never were 
explained ss ss ::

ATE in the afternoon of Friday, May 4, 1888, 
two messengers left the American Ex- 
change National Bank, at the northeast 
corner of Cedar street and Broadway, 
New York City, and started down the 
busy thoroughfare for the office of the 
Adams Express Co., a few blocks distant. 

They carried- between them, each holding one 
of the handles, a valise made of canvas and leather, 
in Which had just been placed, in the presence of 
the paying teller, a package containing $41,000 in 
greenbacks, to be transmitted to the United States 
Treasury in Washington for redemption. 

Although the messengers—Edward S. Crawford 
and old ““‘Dominie’’ Earle—were among the bank's 
most trusted employes, their honesty being consid- 
ered above suspicion, they were nevertheless fol- 
lowed at a short distance by Bank Detective Mc- 
Dougal, an old-time police detective, whose snow- 
white beard and ancient style of dress had long 
made him a personage of note on Broadway. 

Detective McDougal followed the messengers, not 
because he had any fear that they were planning 
a robbery, but because it is an imperative rule of all 
great banking institutions that the transfer of 
large sums of money, even for very short distances, 
shall be watched over with the most scrupulous care. 

The messengers walked on through the hurrying 
crowd, keeping on the east sidewalk as far as Wall 
street, where they turned across and continued their 
way on the west sidewalk as far as the Adams Ex- 
press Co.'s building, which stood at 59 Broadway. 
Having seen them safely inside the building the 
detective turned back to the bank, where his services 
were required in other matters. 

Passing down a large room strewn with boxes and 
packages ready for shipment. the two messengers 
turned to the right and ascended the winding stairs 
that in those days led to the money department on 
the second floor. No one paid much attention to 
them, as at this busy hour bank messengers were 
arriving and departing every few minutes. Still, 
some of the clerks remembered afterward, or 
thought they did, that the old man, Earle, ascended 
the stairs more slowly than his more active com- 
panion, who went ahead, carrying the valise alone. 

Both messengers, however, were present at the 
receiving window of the money department when 
the package was taken from the valise and handed 
to the clerk, who gave a receipt for it in the usual 
form: “Received from the American Exchange 
Bank one package marked as containing $41,000, 
for transfer to Washington”: or, at least, so far as 
has ever been proved, both messengers were present 
when the package was handed in. 

The two messengers, having performed their duty, 
went away, Earle hurrying to the ferry to catch a 
train out into New Jersey, where he lived, and Craw- 
ford returning to the bank with the empty valise. 
The valuable package had meantime been ranged 
behind the heavily wired grating along with dozens 
of others, some of them containing much larger 
“ums. 

The $41,600 package, after a brief delay, was 
locked in one of the small portable safes, a score 
of which were always lying about in readiness, and 
was lowered to the basement, where it was loaded 
on one of the company's wagons. 

The wagon was then driven to Jersey City, guard- 
ed by the messenger in charge, his assistant and 
the driver, all three men being armed, and was safe- 
ly placed aboard the night express for Washington. 
It was the company’s rule that the messenger who 
started with a through safe traveled with it to its 
destination, though he had to ma‘ce a journey of a 
thousand miles. 

The next morning, when the package from *the 
American Exchange Bank was delivered in Wash- 
Bsgton, the experienced Treasury ciz1k who received 
‘t perceived at once, from the cont tion of the pack- 
age, that something was wrong. F uployes of the 
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The two messengers turned to the right, and 
ascended the winding stairs. 


Treasury Department seem to gain a new sense, and 
to be able to distinguish bank notes from ordinary 
paper merely by the “feel,” even when done up in 
bundles. 

Looking at the label mark of $41,000, the clerk 
shook his head, and called the United States Treas- 
urer, James W. Hyatt, who also saw something 
suspicious in the package. Mr. Blanchard, the Wash- 
ington agent of the Adams Express Co., was sum- 
moned, and in his presence the package was opened. 

It was found to contain nothing more valuable 
than slips of brown straw paper, the coarse variety 
then used by butchers in wrapping up meat, neatly 
cut to the size of bank notes. The $41,000 were 
missing. 

The robbery was discovered at the Treasury is 
Washington on Saturday morning. The news was 
telegraphed to New York immediately, and on Satur- 
day afternoon anxious councils were held by the 
officials of the American Exchange Bank and the 
Adams Express Co. Inspector Byrnes was notified: 
the Pinkerton agency was notified; and urgent dis- 
patches were sent to Mr. John Hoey, president of 
the express company, and to Robert Pinkerton, who 
were both out of town, that their presence was re- 
quired immediately in New York. 

Meanwhile, everyone who had had any connec- 
tion with the stolen package—the paying teller of 
the bank, the other bank clerks, the messengers, De- 
tective McDougal, the receiving clerks of the Adams 
Express Co. and the express messenger—was closely 
examined. Where and how the $41,000 had been 
stolen was important to learn, not only in itseff, 
but also to fix responsibility for the sum lost as 
between the bank and the express company. 

An examination of the bogus package disclosed 
some points of significance. Ordinarily, when bank 
notes are done up for shipment by an experienced 
clerk, the bills are pressed together as tightly as 
possible in small bundles, which are se¢ured with 
elastic bands, and then wrapped snugly in strong 
paper, until the whole makes a package almost as 
hard as a board. 

Around this package the clerk knots strong twine, 
melts a drop of sealing wax over each knot, and 
stamps it with the bank's seal. The finished pack- 
age thus presents a neat and trim appearance. But 
in the present instance the package received at the 
Treasury was loosely and slovenly wrapped, and the 
seals seemed to have been put on either in great 
haste or by an inexperienced hand. 
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to the American Exchange Bank the sum of $41,000, 
and said no more about it. But their silence did not 
mean inactivity. 

Hastening to New York in response to the tele- 
gram sent him, Robert Pinkerton examined the evi- 
dence already collected by his representative, and 
then himself questioned all persons in any way con- 
cerned in the handling of the money. Mr. Pinkerton, 
after his investigation, was not so sure as some per- 
sons were that the package had been stolen by em- 
ployes of the express company. He inclined rather 
to the opinion that, in the rush of business in the ex- 
press office, the false package, badly made up though 
it was, might have been passed by one of the clerks. 

This conclusion turned his suspicions first toward 
the two bank messengers. Of these he was not long 
in deciding.Dominie Earle to be, in all probability, 
innocent. While he had known of instances where 
old men, after years of unimpeachable life, had sud- 
denly turned to crime, he knew such cases to be in- 
frequent, and he decided that Earle’s was not one 
of them. Of the innocence of the other messenger, 
Crawford, he was not so sure. He began a careful 
study of his record. ; 

Edward Sturgis Crawford at this time was about 
27 years old, a man of medium height, a decided 
blond, with large blue eyes, and of a rather effemi- 
nate type. He went scrupulously dressed, had white 
hands, with carefully manuicured nails, parted his 
hair in the middle, and altogether was somewhat of 
a dandy. 

He had entered the bank on the recommendation 
of a wealthy New Yorker, a young man about town, 
who, strange to say, had made Crawford’s acquaint- 
ance and, indeed, struck up quite a friendship with 
him, while the latter was serving in the humble cg- 
pacity of conductor on a Broadway car. This was 
about a- year before the time of the robbery. 

Thus far Crawford had attended to his work satis- 
fa¢torily, doing nothing to arouse suspicion, unless 
it was indulging a tendency to extravagance in dress. 
His salary was but $42 a month, and yet he permitted 
himself such luxuries as silk underciothes, fine 
patent-leather shoes and other apparel to correspond. 

Pushing back further into Crawford’s record, Mr. 
Pinkerton learned that he had grown up in the town 
of Hancock, N. Y., where he had been accused of 
stealing $60 of his employer and afterward of per- 
petrating a fraud upon an insurance company. Put- 
ting all these facts together, Mr. Pinkerton decided 
that, in spite of a perfectly self-possessed manner and 
the good opinion of his employers, Crawford would 

stand further watching. 

His general conduct sub- 
sequent to the robbery 
was, however, such as to 
convince everyone, except 
the dogged detective, that 
he was innocent of this 
crime. In vain did the 
shadows follow him night 
and day, week after week; 
they discovered nothing. 
He retained his place in 
the bank, doing the hum- 
ble duties of messenger 
with the same regularity 
as before, and living ap- 
parently in perfect content 
with the small salary he 
was drawing. , 


His expenses were light- 
ened, it is true, by an ar- 
rangement voluntarily of- 
fered by his friend, the 
young man about town, 
who invited him to live in 
his own home on Thirty- 
eighth street, whereby not 
only was he saved the or- 
dinary outlay for lodgings, 
but many comforts and 
luxuries were afforded him 


“I don't remember you,” said Crautest: but his face went white. 
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that would otherwise have been beyond his reach. 

Thus three months went by, with no result; then 
four, five, six months; and, finally, all but a year. 
Then suddenly, in April, 1889, Crawford took his 
departure for Central America, giving out to his 
friends that he was going there to assume the man- 
agement of a banana plantation of 60,000 acres, 
owned by his wealthy friend and benefactor. 

Before Crawford sailed, however, the shadows 
had informed Mr. Pinkerton of Crawford’s inten- 
tion, and asked instructions. Should they arrest 
the man before he took flight, or should they let 
him go? 

“We'll let him go,” said Mr. Pinkerton, with a 
grim smile; “é6nly we'll have someone go with 
him.” 

The Pinkerton representative employed to shadow 
Crawford on the voyage sent word, by the first mail 
after their arrival in Central America, that the 
young man had rarely left his stateroom, and that 
whenever forced to do sod had employed a colored 
servant to stand on guard so that no one could go 
inside. 

Nothing more occurred, however, to justify the 
suspicion against Crawford until the early part of 
1890, when the persistent efforts of the detectives 
were rewarded by an important discovery. It was 
then that Robert Pinkerton learned that Robert 
Crawford had told a deliberate lie when examined 
before the bank officials in regard to his family 
relations in New York. He had stated that his only 
relative in New York was a brother, Marvin Craw- 
ford, who was then driving a street car on the 
Bleecker street line. 

Now it came to the knowledge of Mr. Pinkerton 
that Crawford had in the city three married«aunts 
and several cousins. The reason for Crawford's 
having concealed this fact was presently brought to 
light through the testimony of one .of the aunts, 
who, having been-induced to speak, not without dif- 
ficulty, stated that on Sunday, May 6, 1888, two 
days after the robbery, her nephew had called at 
her house and given her a package which he said 
contained gloves, and which he wished her to keep 
for him. 

It was about this time that the papers contained 
the first news of the robbery, and, her suspicions 
having been aroused, she picked a hole in the paper 
covering large enough to let her see that there was 
money inside. Somewhat disturbed, she took the 
package to her husband, who opened it and found 
that it contained $2000 in bank notes. Realizing 
the importance of this discovery, the husband told 
his wife that when Crawford came back to claim 
the package she should refer him to him, which she 
did. 

Some days later, on learning from his aunt that 
she had spoken to her husband about the package, 
Crawford became greatly excited, and told her she 
had made a dreadful mistake. A stormy scene fol- 
lowed with his uncle, in which the latter posi- 
tively refused to render him the money until he was 
satisfied that Crawford was its rightful possessor. 
A few days later Crawford’s young friend, the man 
about town, called on the uncle and stated that the 
money in the package belonged to him and must be 
surrendered. The uncle was still obdurate; and 
when Crawford and his friend became violent in 
manner, he remarked meaningly that if they made 
any more trouble he would deliver the package of 
money to the Adams Express Co. and let the com- 
pany decide to whom it belonged. This brought the 
anery claimants to their senses, and Crawford’s 
friend left the house and never returned. 

Finally, Crawford’s uncle compromised the con- 
tention by giving his nephew $500 out of the two 
thousand and retaining the balance himself, in pay- 
ment. one must suppose, for his silence. At any 
rate, he kept the $1500, and also a receipt in Craw- 
ford’s handwriting for the $500 paid to him. 

Other members of the family recalled the fact 
that a few days after the robbery.Crawford had 
left in his aunt’s storeroom a valise, which he had 
subsequently called for and taken away. None 
of them had seen the contents of the valise, but they 
remembered that Crawford, on the second visit, had 
remained alone in the storeroom for quite a time, 
perhaps 20 minutes, and after his departure they 
found there a rubber band like those used at the 
bank. 

The detectives also discovered that on May 15, 
1888. 11 days after the robbery, Crawford had rent- 
ed a safety deposit box at a bank in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel Building, under the name of Eugene 
Holt. On May 18 he had exchanged this box for 
a larger one. During the following months he made 
several visits to the box, but for what purpose was 
not known. 

On presenting this accumalated evidence to the 
Adams Express Co., along with his own deductions, 
Robert Pinkerton was not long in convincing his 
employers that the situation required in Centra!

RAILWAY which requires neither “driv- 
ers”’ nor “guards,” as the British call 
their engineers and conductors, and the 
cars of which never come to a halt, even 
at the passenger stations—such is the 
“never-stop” railway, attracting much 
attention in Great Britain just now. 
There is nobody aboard the cars except passen- 
gers. And should there chance to he no travelers 
using a certain car, it travels along just the same, 
empty, but adhering to its regular schedule. 


One is reminded at once of the escalators, or mov- 
ing stairways, seen in some of the larger stores, or 
occasionally installed for the convenience of patrons 
of elevated lines or subways. But this new project 
is a far more complicated and interesting thing 
than the escalator. 


An experimental railway of the “never-stop” type 
recently was completed in Southend, England, and 
one upon a largerand practical scale will be among 
the most striking and useful features of the forth- 
coming British Empire Exhibition at Wembley. 


Already, enthusiasts are predicting that the 
““‘never-stop” railway eventually may solve the prob- 
lem of handling passenger traffic in great cities. 
Certainly, it seems to eliminate the danger of one 
train or car crashing into another, even though 
running close together, and to dispense with a large 
number of operating employes. 


On the other hand, the “never-stop” system appar- 
ently can be used only with a strictly private right of 
way, such as elevated tracks or subway, or with a 
surface line sufficiently depressed below the level 
of other traffic so that crossings are eliminated by 
bridges. 

For a distinctive feature of-the “never-stop” cars 
is that they keep going. And it would be asking 
too much of the other traffic for it to avoid inter- 
fering with the “never-stop” cars. Any kind of a 
parade, no matter how solemn, which crossed their 
rails would have to be interrupted. Police pa- 
trols, ambulances, even fire department apparatus, 
would have to adapt themselves to the measured 
progress of the “never-stop” cars. 

But under conditions where other traffic need not 
be heeded, the “never-stop” railway offers many in- 
teresting possibilities. And how successfully it will 
operate, when actually put to work, as it will be at 
Wembley. is regarded as a matter of much im- 
portance. 


The theory upon which the new system has been 
devised is simple enough. Have you ever twirled 
the nut upon the threaded end of a bolt? “The nut 
then has two motions. It turms round and round 
about the bolt, and at the same time it goes back- 
ward or forward, compelled by the threads. 


In place of the thread which makes the nut travel 
along its bolt in one direction or another, depend- 
ing on which way it follows the thread, the “never- 
stop” railway substitutes a continuous spiral. The 
spiral is mounted on a steadily revolving tube. 
Hence the spiral itself rotates. And the “never- 
stop” car is fitted underneath with rollers which 
project down into the concrete-walled trench con- 
taining the rotating spiral. These rollers engage 
the spiral. As the latter rotates it pushes forward

the rollers, and the car to which the rollers are at- 
tached. 

Several questions at once suggest themselves. 
Since the distinctive feature of the cars is that 
they never stop, how do passengers go aboard them, 
and alight at the end of their journey? How does 
a train of “never-stop” cars manage to get arotind 
a curve? How are the necessary bearings or sup- 
ports for the tube installed, without breaking the 
continuity of the spiral on which the motion of the 
cars depends? 

Answers to these queries can be obtained from the 
Wembley project, where a railway 7200 feet long 
is being built. This is more than one and one-third 
miles. There will be 80 cars, each with seats for 18 
passengers and standing room for 12 more, if re- 
quired. There will be six or seven stations. And 
the promoters declare that, with a maximum use of 
the equipment, 15,833 passengers will pass any one 
point in an hour. 

Upon the main, high-speed sections of the rail- 
way the cars will be spaced 160 feet apart, and a 
speed of 18 or even 20 miles an hour-will be maiz- 
tained. Obviously, people cannot jump onto cars 
which are moving at a speed of 18 miles an hour, 
nor can they jump off. 
spiral is mounted rotates 
throughout. 

The solution of this difficulty is ingenious. The 
tube and the spiral make the same number of revo- 
lutions—176 per minute—at the passenger stations 
that they do on the main line. So the speed of the 
individual cars is regulated by varying the distance 
between the loops of the spiral. 


Where the spiral is closed up, as on the portion 
of tube next to a passenger station, a car moves 


at the same 


slowly. As the same car leaves the station, the spiral” 


gradually opens out, increasing the car's speed. And 
where the spiral is fully opened out, on the main 
high-speed sections of the line, the car travels at 
the maximum rate. 

For a concrete illustration: if the loops of the 
spiral are so spaced that a car advances eight feet 


with each revolution of the spiral, and there are 176 - 


revolutions a minute, then the car is moving at the 
rate of 1408 feet a minute, or 16 miles an hour. 
But if the spiral at a passenger station has been 
“closed up” so that a car advances only one foot 
with each revolution, then the car is moving at the 
rate of only 176 feet a minute, or two miles an hour. 


In the same way, a car decreases its speed ap- 
proaching stations, and imereases speed leaving 
them. 

Even women, children and aged persons, it is be- 
lieved, will have no difficulty in going aboard the 
cars or leavéng them, as the cars creep slowly past 
the station platforms. The cars are entirely open 
on the platform side. And provision made against 
bumps, jerks and disagreeable vibrations includes 
springs in connection with the driving rollers (which 
engage with the spiral) and the mounting of- each 
roller’s steel surface upon a rubber ring. 

The ecdst-steel body of the car is equipped with 
four flangeless wheels, running upon flat rails, or 
“wheel tracks,” in the English phrase. To keep 
the wheels upon their “wheel tracks” a guide rail, 
midway between them, is necessary.

How he escaped always remained a 
matter of conjecture. The hotel stood 
On the water’s edge, and from a bal- 
cony to which Crawford had access he 
may have managed to spring down to 
a wall built on piles. From there he 
may have reached the hotel yard at the 
back, and escaped over one of the picket 
fences that separated the hotel from the 
adjoining property. 

There is also a possibility that the 
Spanish soldiers were bribed: but this 
has never been proved, and is scarcely 
probable, as Crawford at the time of his 
escape had not more th $75 in Hon- 
duras bills in his possession. 

During the following days and weeks 
untiring efforts were made to recap- 
ture him. The swamps were searched 
for miles, and soldiers were sent out in 
ali directions. Mr. Gaylor believed that 
Crawford succeeded in making his 
escape into Guatemala, which was only 
30 miles distant. He was undoubtedly 
assisted in his escape by the fact that 
people in the surrounding region sym- 
pathized strongly ‘with him and would 
have done anything in theit power to 
conceal him from his pursuers. At any 
rate, the man was never recaptured. 

For several years after Crawford’s 
escape he was left undisturbed in Cen- 
tral America, where he was frequently 
seen by people who knew him, and 
where he seemed to be thriving. Even- 
tually he and his brother engaged in 
business on one of the islands in the 
Mosquito reservation of Nicaragua, 


. 


where they were regarded as dangerous 
men by the Government, likely to incite 
revolution. 

So strong was this feeling on the part 
of the Nicaraguan officials that ad- 
vances were made to the United States 
Government to have Crawford surren- 
dered, the Nicaraguan officials declar- 
ing that they would gladly give him up 
if a demand for his extradition was 
made by the proper authorities in 
Washington. For some reason the de- 
mand was never made. 

Immediately after Crawford had 
made confession, the American Ex- 
change Bank, realizing that there was 
no longer any doubt that the robbery 
was committed by one of its employes, 
voluntarily refunded to the Adams Ex- 
press Co. the $41,000 that had previous- 
ly been paid to it by the company, to- 
gether with interest thereon for two 
years, and a large part of the expenses. 

Mr. Pinkerton’s theory of the way in 
which this robbery was committed was 
that Crawford had an accomplice who 
had previously prepared the bogus pack- 
age, and who, by previous appointment, 
was standing on the stairs in the ex- 
press office when the two messengers 
arrived. It was always a question in 
Mr. Pinkerton’s mind whether the old 
man, Dominie Earte, told the exact truth 
in his testimony before the bank offi- 
cials. ,

covered that blood is no mere variety 
of water, a little thicker and redder 
than ordinary. It is a complex and 
marvelous mixture, containing hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of separate 
substances. Some of these substances 
are familiar chemicals, like sugar or 
salt or lime or iodine. Others are new 
substances which no chemist has ever 
found anywhere else and whose prop- 
erties and constitution we still under- 
stand but dimly, if at all. 

Now, it has occurred to many sci- 
entists that if blood is so complicated 
a thing as all this there ought to 
be blood differences between individu- 
als. Your blood and my blood may be 
just as distinct and recognizable as are 
our fingerprints or our faces. All that 
we need to put these differences to 
practical use would be some way of an- 
alyzing and classifying blood, as the 
detectives analyze and classify finger- 
prints. 


Furthermore, these individual blood 
cifferences might be inherited. Even 
though you fail to acquire completely 
either the features or characters of your 
parents, it may be that you do inherit 
their blood. You see what this would 
mean. It would be a scientifie substi- 
tute for Solomon: it would give us the 
long-sought infallible test of parent- 
hood. ‘ 

Dr. Jervell, off there in ‘Norway, de- 
termined to test this possibility prac- 
tically. He selected a number of healthy 
families and took blood samples from 
both parents and children. In each in- 
stance he determined the type of the 


blood; whether I, II, Ill or IV. Where 
possible he investigated still smaller in-| 
dividual differences between two blood | 
samples that proved to be of the same| 
general type. : 

His results, recently published in 
Christiania, are most promising. He 
finds, for example, that if both parents) 
have blood of Type I, the children will | 
have blood of this same type. A child | 
whose blood belongs to either of the. 
other types, II, III or IV, must have’ 
had, therefore, at least one parent | 
whose blood was of one of these types. 

There are other regularities and prob-| 
abilities that seem evident in the data. 
There ie now little doubt that the pe- 
culiarities of one’s blood are inherited 
in some fashion, though the exact rules 
that govern this inheritance are still un- 
known and may prove to be quite com- 
plicated. 


As yet, neither Dr. Jervell nog any 
other criminologist would be willing 
to take these rules and data into court 
as valid evidence in atrial. Our knowl- 
edge of them has not gone far enough 
for that. It is in the same stage now 
as was the world’s knowledge (and use) 
of America when Columbus had just 
come back and reported that it was 
there. 

Dr. Jervell has reported that these 
feets about blood are there. Now it 
is for the scientific world to explore | 
them and put them to use; to make out | 
cf them, perhaps, a scientific detector | 
of paternity, a modern substitute for 
King Solomon’s sword.

volcanic fires. It bas been believed, 
even, that the moon did not possess any 
atmosphere or any substitute for it. 

Perhaps this has all been wrong. Prof. 
William H. Pickering, one of the most 
distinguished American astronomers, 
and head of the observatory maintained 
ty Harvard University at Mandeville, 
Jamaica, has observed lunar phenomena 
which seem to be explainable only on 
the assumption that there exist on the 
moon something analogous to air and 
something else that can only be de- 
scribed as vegetation. 

Not for many years has there been 
an astronomic discovery so full of in- 
terest for everybody as are the recent 
announcements made by Dr. Pickering 
with regard to these remarkable ob- 
servations. 

The major markings on the moon, 
those which form what we call the 
“man” or the “lady” in the moon, are 
well known to be due to great mountain 
ranges and volcanoes separated by 
broad, flat plains. These markings are 
permanent; at least they have been un- 
changed since astronomers began to ob- 
serve the moon at all.
